Harrisbu rg , Pa., May 12 (JP)—A 
motorist’s 
dream -^a 
hig hway 
fou r lanes wide with few tu rns 
and scarcely any hills—throu g h 
the heart of the mou ntains of 
Western Pennsy lv ania has been 
au thorized by the state leg isla­ 
tu re. 
The 
General 
Assembly ap­ 
prov ed the measu re for the “all- 
weather” road ov er the rou te of 
the old Sou th Penn 
railroad 
from Carlisle to Pittsbu rg h, and 
placed it before Gov ernor Georg e 
H. Earle y esterday . 
The job may cost from fifty to 
six ty -fiv e million dollars. The 
money wou ld come from bonds to 
be sold at six per cent interest by 
a Pennsy lv ania tu rnpike com­ 
mission to be appointed by Gov ­ 
ernor Earle. 
The naming of a commission 
wou ld take the project ou t of the 
hands of the state and av oid a 
constitu tional tang le becau se of 
the big bond issu e. The state 
may incu r only $1,000,000 in 
bonded indebtedness withou t au ­ 
thorization. 
An 
anticipated 
$5,000,000 a 
y ear in tolls from au tomobile 
driv ers who u sed the road wou ld 
retire the bonds and ev entu ally 
bring the hig hway into the state 
sy stem. Then the toll wou ld be 
dropped. 
The leg islatu re took u p the 
idea in 1935. A Sou th Penn hig h­ 
way commission worked with the 
Works Prog ress adm inistration 
and the State Hig hway s depart­ 
ment to determine if the road 
was feasible. 
As a railroad, the rou te was 
abandoned in 1885 by William H. 
Vanderbilt, who spent millions of 
dollars lay ing ou t a road-bed and 
boring nine tu nnels throu g h the 
Alleg henies. 
He sou g ht to bu ild a riv al to 
ex isting railroads and 
finally 
g av e u p the v entu re as too cost­ 
ly . 
He had the backing for a while 
of some of the leading financiers 
in the cou ntry . Andrew Carneg ie 
once said th at in his “sweet sim­ 
plicity ” he donated to the cau se. 
The Hig hway Commission re­ 
ported th at the tu rnpike idea not 
only was feasible bu t shou ld be 
followed throu g h. 
Early in the stu dy , the pro­ 
posed road became known as the 
“all-w eather” hig hway . Ex perts 
said the rou te was so sheltered 
by the mou ntains and the tu n­ 
nels th at it wou ld be protected 
from snow and ice. The hazards 
of the tortu ou s William Penn 
and Lincoln hig hway s wou ld not 
ex ist on the Sou th Penn. 
Of the 164*4 mile rou te, 140 
miles wou ld be straig ht road.

Upon his head in old W estmin­ 
ster Abbey , Cosmo, Archbishop of 
Canterbu ry , placed the priceless 
crown of St. Edward. 
Gu ns crashed from London 
tower; tu m u lt bu rst from m u lti­ 
tu des in abbey and streets. The 
whole world heard the apex of 
Britain’s g reatest show in 1,000 
y ears. 
Forg otten for the moment in 
this panoram a of empire on pa­ 
rade was Edward of Windsor, 
whose day —sav e for lov e and ab­ 
dication—this m ig ht hav e been. 
In ritu al of solemn beau ty , the 
king —and then Elizabeth, 
his 
Scottish qu een—was recog nized, 
anointed, pledg ed to ru le w ith 
mercy and with ju stice and con­ 
secrated to g ov ern a half billion 
persons. 
With sceptre, sword and orb, in 
rich raim ents of chu rch and 
state, seated in the scarred and 
ancient oaken coronation chair 
abov e the hallowed stone 
of 
scone, he receiv ed the crown on 
bowed head and heard the joy ­ 
ou s shou ts of millions: 
“God sav e the king !” 
The resplendent cong reg ation 
of 7 ,500 within the walls .that 
now hav e seen the crowning of 
36 Eng lish king s, became a daz­ 
zling , liv ing 
thing . Bejeweled, 
v iv idly u niformed, richly g owned, 
it mov ed in solemn homag e. 
The thu nder of the throng 
rolled in from the path of king s 
—six and one half miles of g or­ 
g eou s procession, back to 
the 
g ates of Bu cking ham. 
The king looked calm and con­ 
fident. 
As the procession passed down 
the mall, part of the crowd 
arou nd the Victoria Memorial

Nex t to him sat Max im Lit- 
v inoff, sov iet commissar of For­ 
eig n Affairs and Ru ssian repre­ 
sentativ e for the ev ent. 
Qu een Elizabeth wore a g own 
of iv ory tinted satin embroidered 
with g old lace sequ ins and dia­ 
monds u nder her cloak of white 
ermine. 
Before her, the little princesses 
drew ev ery ey e as they entered 
the Abbey and walked g racefu lly 
to their m iniatu re chairs on eith­ 
er side of their au nt, the Princess 
Roy al. 
When they were seated, neith­ 
er the feet of Elizabeth nor M ar­ 
g aret Rose tou ched the floor. 
Elizabeth was g rav e and dig ni­ 
fied bu t M arg aret dang led her 
feet, completely a t ease. Uncon­ 
cerned with the g reat ev ent, she 
stu ck u p her forefing er 
and 
smiled impishly when she saw 
someone she knew.

TUT RELIEF FUNDS 


CO DICK TO STATES 


Washin g ton , May 12 
(f P) — The 
Repu blican membership of the 
hou se proposed today that re­ 
lief admin istration be retu rn ed 
to the states throu g h a sy stem of 
federal mon etary g ran ts. 
“This plan will in su re that a 
larg er share of each relief dol­ 
lar will g o in to actu al relief pu r­ 
poses than is the case u n der the 
presen t sy stem of ex trav ag an t 
political con trol,” said an an ­ 
n ou n cemen t from a cau cu s of 
min ority represen tativ es. 
The Repu blican s adopted a 
proposal of Rep. White (R., Ohio) 
that federal g ran ts to states be 
made on a n on -partisan basis, 
that admin istration be v ested in 
state an d local au thorities, an d 
that each state con tribu te at 
least 25 per cen t of the cost of 
its relief. 
The con feren ce did n ot esti­ 
mate the cost of n ex t y ear’s re­ 
lief, bu t Sen ator Van den berg (R., 
Mich.) an d Rep.

U nder cover of darkness, a valuable collection 
of p aintings was taken secretly into the vast 
Pennsy lvania Museum of Art in Philadelp hia and 
stored in a room where the ey es of the curious 
and the hands of the eager will not gaze up on or 
m olest it. Insured for $1,500,000, the collection 
was sent by a wealthy French family , disturbed 
because of p resent unsettled conditions in France. 
Is their fear a m y th, or have they been able 
to read into this desp erate race of arm am ents 
the p robability th a t the big guns will begin to 
boom in the not distant future? Art dealers and 
collectors have a way of sensing these things, 
just as they have been able to sense w hat Will 
become valuable in the future. 
There are also other m eanings th a t can be 
w ritten into this hasty and secretive ex odus of 
valuable p aintings. Is the United States the only 
haven of refuge in the whole world? It is a 
hazardous thing to send p aintings on a long trip .
